Plan Benefits For ' 


the Wheat Growers 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Means 
of 


bringing "long time" benefits to the 
wheat growers of the nation were 
discussed today by the production 
committee of the Wheat council of 
the United States. 


Refusing to discuss the immediate 


situation confronting wheat farmers 
or political measures to ramedy the 
situation, the committee delved into 
figures and extensive plans intended 
to bring ultimate 
success to th* 


wheat industry. 


The committee already has agreed 


that the 
nation's wheat 
acreage 


should be reduced from 62,000.000 to 
50,000,000 bushels and that section! 
of the 
country 
adapted to 
other 


crops shoulld retire from the wheat 
growing industry except In sufficient 
quantity to meet local requirements. 


Plans to increase the domectic con- 


sumption of wheat were also discus- 
sed 


"We believe-a permanently broded 


market for wheat is an essential part 
of the plan for stabilization of the 
business of growing wheat." Sydney 
Anderson, congressman from Minne- 
sota and president of the council de- 
clared. 


"Wheat products at present con- 


stitute too low a proportion of the 
food intake of the American people. 
Increased domestic consumption will 
in some measure offffset the loss of 
foreign markets due to the competi- 
tion of the pioneer countries." 


The plan of reducing the wheat 


acreage in Kansas, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa and Texas—states in which di- 
versification of crops is easily pos- 
sible—and leaving the bulk of wheat 
growing to the arid states of the 
northwest -where wheat 
must con- 


tinue to be the chief crop, was dis- 
cussed at length. 


This plan was first suggested by 


R A. Nestos, governor of North Da- 
kota, in a speech before the annual 
governor's conference at West Ba- 
den, Ind., last month. Nestos at that 
time urged the governors of the mid- 
dle west states to urge reduction of 
the wheat acreage in their states in 
order thatt he northwest would not 
be deprived of.its principle crop.

"It is such a thing as that which 


leads to drastic legislation," said Mr. 
Dayton. 


Commissioner Cowgill, closely af- 


filiated with the air srvice while in 
the regular army said: 


"I am strong for the air service. 


I like It. But when the pilot flies 
low over a large crowd he endangers 
those who do not voluntarily risk 
their necks. The army figures 2,000 
feet as a proper minimum distance 
•while flying over cities. That is a cor- 
rect figure. It gives the pilot plenty 
of time to pick a landing place when 
Ms motor stalls. I objected to any 
interference with Saturday's remark- 
able game.

The president has given no intima- 


tion of his recommendations to con- 
gress on taxes but powerful opposi- 
tion has sprung up to the Mellon re- 
duction program. 
Liberal 
leaders 


say it is doomed. 


Even administration spokesmen in 


congress say it cannot be adopted. 
The outlook for it 
is admittedly 


bleak. 


The soldier bonus is almost insep- 


arable from tax revision. Conserva- 
tive republican leaders 
s~ay enact- 


ment of a bonus is likely even if 
tax revision fails. 


One recognized democratic leader, 


•who declined to be quoted,-said it 
was possible to beat the bonus if an 
intelligent campaign is made against 
it. He thinks the Mellon proposal of 
cutting taxes of men of small in- 
comes is 
the 
most formidable 


weapon 
that 
could 
be devised 


against the bonus. 


With Senator Smoot of Utah and 


Representative 
Green of Iowa re- 


spectively slated for the chairman- 
ships of the senate finance _and 
house ways and means comrtfittees 
violently opposed to "opening Pan- 
dora's box," the tax question, be- 
cause of uncertain support it would 
receive, any administration program 
will face rough sledding. 


Both the president and Secretary 


Mellon have been advised of this 
feeling. Despite the warning Mellon 
has urged an ambitious revision and 
reduction program. Failure of the 
president to back up his secretary of 
tne treasury In his message to con- 
gress will be construed as a repudia- 
tion of Mellon. 


On top -of this come the progres- 


sive cohorts with a substitute pro- 
gram. Senator Norris of Nebraska, 
one of the spokesmen for the group, 
says they will demand, not a 50 per 
cent cu£ of surtaxes on'big incomes 
as Mellon asks, but an increase in 
the present rate. Other demands 
are: 
1—Restoration of excess profits 


taxes. 
2—Measures to prevent or heavily 


to tax issuance of stock dividends. 


3—A. constitutional amendment to 


prevent tax dodging by great wealth 
thru investment in state, county and 
municipal tax free securities. 


4—-Enactment of a soldier bonus. 
Leaders of all parties and factions 


agree that the effect of tax reduc- 
tions by the Coolidge administration 
with the 1924 campaign approaching 
cannot be overestimated, but= few 
see the possibility of carrying thru 
the program outlined 
by Mellon. 


There are too many divergent views 
to reconcile. 


Smoot says the revenue laws 


should not be tackled. Green says 
the house and senate could override 
a bonus veto. Senator Glass of Vir- 
ginia, secretary of the treasury 
under Wilson, is for the Mellon pro- 
gram. Senator LaFollette of Wis- 
consin, leader of the liberals, and 
Senator Capper, Kansas, leader of 
the farm 
bloc, want the 
excess 


profits taxes restored. Senator Mc- 
Nary, Oregon, progressive, and Sen- 
ator McKinley, Illinois, think con- 
gress can pass a bonus and yet cut 
taxes. Senator Kendrick, democrat, 
Wyoming, believes the bonus should 
be paid before taxes are reduced. 


So does Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana.

Having no 


need to plan for the future, the driv- 
ing desire or necessity for profits 
being removed, all these men have 
to think about and the only channel 
they have to turn their energies into 
is that of service 
In one way that 


explains how this government 
has 


lived. 


None of these men are abnormal 


men; many of them are great stud- 
ents, but none had any wide prac- 
tical experience in governmental ad- 
ministration, except jail administra- 
tion—but after many blunders, much 
loss of time and much fumbling, 
they have made the wreck of .the 
old Russian machine work, driven 
by the energy of their own tremend- 
ous enthusiasm, and work on a new 
model and along a new track. 


Russian Machine Fufictions. 


It is a long ways from being a 


1923 model yet; it admittedly leaks 
a lot of steam; but it is functioning 
and even- its enemies agree that it 
is running smoother right along. 


These fellows here who are In the 


thick of it admit now they do not 
know how they ever did it. They 
ran the show on a broken shoestring 
from 1918 to 1922; they 
literally 


lived on tea and bread most of the 
time, lacked even the commonest of 
what we regard as necessities for 
comfort: no lights, little heat, no 
baths,- vermin and dirt all 
about 


them; opposing armies financed and 
officered by French, 
British 
and 


American soldiers on as many as six 
frpnts—sometimes with the enemy 
almost inside their big towns, and 
yet they pulled thru. 


The famine gave them a fearful 


setback in one way, and on 
the 


other hand was a great help, for it 
led to raising In the allied blockade 
Of course, thru the defeat 
of 
the 


counter-revolutionary armies, 
the 


Soviets gained two big advantages— 
one, the absolute adhesion of the 
peasants, who suffered badly 
from 


the old land-owners who 
returned 


with Denekine, Kolchak, Yudenitch, 
etc., and the army 
supplies 
they 


secured from the defeated 
troops. 


They tell me they still have reg- 
iments equipped in British, French 
and American army 
uniforms. A 


great many of the trucks now in the 
Moscow streets are presents 
from 


the French and British governments 
—via Denekine. 


Team Play. 


It was the singleness of purpose 


and the very real quality of team- 
play that these fellows have devel- 
oped that pulled them thru.

on a 'putative srli.'clul'' ot rati s lor 
express matter th;i! will be made 
public about the first ot thp month, 
ae soon as it, can he rushed thru the 
government punting office This will 
not constitute the final schedule, as 
the express companies by the .show 
cause order mtihod, will IIP permit- 
ted to make objections and argu- 
ments. 


Only two express companies are 


now in existence-, onp on the south- 
ern railroad and the other the Amer- 
ican railway express company, into 
which ot all the old companies were 
merged during the wartime and the 
organization 
continued afterwards. 


Express rates are now actually a 
railroad matter, as 
the companies 


are guaranteed hy the lailway com- 
panies a 7 per cent return on their 
Investment.

Tuesday by Railway Commissioner 
Taylor, chairman of the state com- 
missions committee who spent all of 
Saturday in Washington 
conferring 


with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The other members of his 
committee and the three examiners 
who wrote the report sat with them. 
A complete adjustment of tariffs was 
agreed upon. 


No details are to be made public 


except when Washington gets ready 
to make the announcement. The case 
is not a revenue matter, but one of 
readjustments. 
Rates 
have 
been 


based for the last ten years on the 
zone or bloc system, but into this, 
as is usual, have crept a number of 
discriminations. The new tariff will 
..remove all of these. One of the chief 
objections of the western states was 
that the east was not bearing its 
just share of expenses, and U. G. 
Powell of Lincoln made a complete 
showing in support of this charge ot 
discrimination. 


The new schedule is a combina- 


tion of zone, bloc and distance meth- 
ods with a keypoint in each bloc, de- 
termined by its commercial import- 
ance. The general result will be to 
decrease revenues.

for the defense was hit today with 
the announcement of W. E. Disney, 
house prosecution leader, that hear- 
ings upon charges eight to elpven in- 
clusive, would be dispensed with in- 
definitely. The charges deal with the 
declaration 
of martial law in the 


state. Disney stated that testimony 
would be heard as quickly as possi- 
ble on the 
remaining charges fol- 


lowed by a \ote upon the impeach- 
ment counts.

I have removed my engine's cylinder 
head to scrape out the carbon and 
have inspected the valves to see if 
they needed grinding, I have found 
them all in good condition except

This fourth cylinder is the weakest 
of the six. Why does this one val\e 
give all the trouble, while all the 
others stand up so well? 


Answer: The most likely reason is 


that this particular valve, unlike the 
others, has not been seating tightly 
enough to prevent intensely hot gas 
from 
blowing past it during the 


early part of the power stroke. Such 
"blow by" very soon causes the 
valve face and seat to pit and scale 
and this, in turn, results in a larger 
escape of gas 
Possibly this valve 


has not been running with sufficient 
clearance betwen its stem and its 
push-rod to permit its full seating, 
when the parts are hot or it may be 
that its stem is not free in its guide, 
causing it to fail to seat fully under 
the pressure of its spring. 
Occa- 


sionally an exhaust valve burns, be- 
cause the water jacketing around it 
is ineffective, due to some defect in 
the casting at this point.

NO. 6—THE STORY OF THE 
LEATHER SPHERE. 


What boy's pockets in 


have not contained the ingredients 
of a baseball—bits of twine and rub- 
ber! How many of us In our youth 
have not gone to stores and begged 
for rubber bands for the good cause 
of the gang waiting at the corner? 
The ball ir early days was a very 
crude affair. Henry Chadwick, the pi- 
oneer sport writer, describes the ball 
of 1858 as weighing 6 1-2 ounces and 
measuring 10 1-4 inches in circum- 
ference. 
That it was "lively" was 


due to the 1 1-2 ounce rubber heart 
it had, covered with yarn and envel- 
oped outwardly with leather. 
This 


was better than the 
ball of 1842, 


which was made of yarn. 


Between these 
there came a 


larger ball, covered With sheepskin 
sewed on in four sections according 
to the 
specifications 
of some un- 


known shoemaker- You'll see how a 
blacksmith gave some other specifi- 
cations later on. 


The ball of 1854 was designated by 


the baseball powers then governing 
the game to weigh from 5 1-2 to 6 1-2 
ounces and to be from 2 3-4 to 3 1-2 
inches In diameter;

We present here a picture of an 


old-time ball—one used in the his- 
toric match, the first Intercollegiate 
match, between Amherst and Wil- 
liams colleges. Those were the days 
when colleges used to play with the 
famous clubs which were the fore- 
fathers of professional baseball. Am- 
herst's ball weighed 2 1-2 ounces and 
was 6 inches In circumference. 
It 


the past | was made at North Brookfleld by 


Henrv llebard. Williams ball was 7 
inches round and weighed more than 
2 ounces. According to local accounts 
it was covered "with light-colored 
leather so as to be seen with diffi- 
culty by the batter." 


The ball is the very soul of the 


game. Its lively center of rubber be- 
came a bone of contention in the 
70's; 
whenever It touched a rough 


surface it rould be easily deflected 
and according to Spalding such a ball 
was held responsible for unhealthy 
scores such as 201 to 11, which were 
not uncommon in early days. Then 
came the dead ball, and it is often 
quoted that soon after it& adoption 
Harvard played a game lasting 24 in- 
nings, with a score of 0—0. 


Hundreds of thousands of eyes dur- 


ing a season are centered on the 
leather sphere. It is watched careful- 
ly by the umpire so that no tricks 
may be played with it- 
Different 


pitchers, 
with the aid of saliva or 


resin, have made the ball perform 
miracles; but such processess are 
not now countenanced. No doctoring 
is 
allowed, tho some creeps in. In 


tne past pitchers had their formulas: 
Russell Ford's emery ball was guard- 
ed for years, like some quack's pre- 
scription. There are still tricks—out- 
ward 
incantations 
and gestures, 


which mean something to the out- 
ward covering of the ball—to give it 
peculiar and unexpected breaks. Vas- 
eline, licorice, 
tobacco have been 


spread on the pitcher's glove or in 
the mouth as he whispered to the 
ball. So, likewise, there was the shine 
ball, the pitcher rubbing the leather 
sphere so as to create a polish which 
would flash reception to the man at 
the plate as it sped toward the bat.

fession. 


Back of Eckhardt in the so-called 


Hbel action were men prominent in 
national activities on behalf of the 
farmers, and back of Filley and the 
bureau were the same elements that 
had fought Eckhardt in the annual 
meeting of the grain growers." When 
Eckhardt had concluded his case the 
attorneys for the defendants moved 
to direct a verdict in their favor be- 
cause it had not been shown that the 


r article was defamatory or that spe- 


cial damages had been proved. The 
court sustained the motion and the 


I case went out of court, so far as the 


Nebraska tribunal is concerned. 


Judge Munger said that the case 


had occasioned him much anxiety 
in his effort to arrive at a correct 
conclusion, largely because of

character. 
The petition 


was 
undoubtedly drawn 
on

theory that the publication was 
not libelous in itself 
If one were 


to accept the meaning given to it 
by Innuendo as set out in the peti- 
tion It charged that the defendants 
had falsely said that Eckhardt was 
responsible for excessive payments 
for office expenses, advertising and 
salaries. The court said that with 
reference to these he would hold 
that they did not charge any mis- 
conduct on the part of Eckhardt or 
any lack of integrity or ability or 
capacity as a business man or an 
agricultural expert. 


Charged With Mistake Only. 


The charge, reduced to its sim- 


plest definition is that Eckhardt and 
others had made business mistakes 
in that where they might have made 
only inexpensive and necessary ex- 
penditures they had been expensive 
and unnecessary, with relation to 
salaries, advertising and quarters. 
This did not bring the lawsuit within 
those phases of classes 
where a 


man's integrity was questioned on 
the ground that the expenses were 
not then justified or that the future 
would prove them to have been un- 
wise. A man may be entirely honest 
in his conduct and yet make such 
mistakes. 
It did not charge lack 


of ability because one may act 
on 


his own best judgment and yet re- 
sults show that his course was un-

budget law which gives him author- 
ity to cut down the quarterly esti- 
mates of state departments and state 
offices. He is allowing thru his fi- 
nance department, the proportionate 
amount quarterly that was appro- 
priated by the legislature for each 
activity. Overdrafts on the state gen- 
eral fund November 1 amounted to 
$724,000, which means the state paid 
out for its institutions and activities 
that much of idle money in other 
funds when the general fund was 
depleted. This overdraft is often at- 
tributed to excessive appropriations 
by the legislature, 


Governor Bryan has called atten- 


tion to a reduction of 13 per cent in 
the state tax levy as compared with 
that of last year, and stated that 
the reduction would have beeS more 
if the legislature had not forced up- 
on him $2,000,000 more than he asked 
for in appropriations. 


Members of the legislature assert 


that 
the reduction 
in taxes was 


caused by the fact that the soldier 
relief fund at the rate of $1,000,000 a 
year for two years 
has all been 


raised by taxation,, and the saving in 
the levy this year is caused by the 
lack of further nefpssary appropria- 
tion for a soldier relief fund. Lead- 
ing members of the legislature have 
also called attention to the gover- 
nor's 
statement that $2,000,000 in 


appropriations was forced upon him. 
The budget law gives him authority 
to cut 
down appropriations 
after 


they have been voted by the legisla- 
ture.

budget law and it still stands as the 
law of the state, but Governor Bryan 
is not attempting to enforce it by 
withholding any portion of the funds 
appropriated by the legislature for 
expending agencies.

The question of carrying insur-

themselves, 


learned how to make assets of their 
little peculiarities, discovered how to 
choose gowns and hats that will set 
their features off most happily, and, 
by so doing, have achieved a degree 
of charm which surpasses that of 
women who were much more gener- 
ously endowed.' 


"From what i have said thus far, it 


is easy to infer my belief that good 
looks are a tremendous asset to a 
•woman in any tield of endeavor. His- 
tory is full of proof. A former pro- 
fessor of Columbia university made 
a list of the thousand individuals 
whose lives occupy the largest space 
in the 
biographical 
dictionaries. 


Among the first hundred names 
there was only one woman—Mary> 
Queen of Scots. 
INOW there have 


been abler women in the world than 
Mary, by far; and women who have 
made a more important contribution 
to human progress. But Mary has 
taken hold upon the imaginations of 
men and women alike, not merely 
because she was a woman who lived 
and suffered dramatically. She lives 
in our memories because of her 
looks, as well as because of what she 
was and did: 


"If, then, good looks are an asset 


in all fields ,of women's endeavor, 
«urely they have a special import- 
ance in the advertising business—- 
that with which I am concerned. One 
.night in a lecture to a university 
class, I was asked: 
" 'What is the 
first essential of 


•uccess in advertising?' 


"I answered without a moment's 


hesitation. 'Good health.' 


"I am sure the answer was a true 


one. Advertising is not merely a de- 
vice for the marketing t>f product*. 
Unless an advertising man is a nor- 
mal human being, unless he shares 
the interests and desires, the ambi- 
tions and likes ot the average folk 
whom he is addressing, he cannot 


hope to influence them. How can 
a dyspeptic write good advertise- 
ments for mince-meat, or a nervous 
cynic write with conviction on the 
health-giving joys of an automo- 
bile? 


"Similarly, with women, I should 


say that two very important requi- 
sites are good health and good looks. 
Unless a woman shares the interest 
of her fellow women in beauty, in 
dress, in attractive homes and food, 
she cannot write or talk effectively 
to them. The opportunities for wom- 
en in advertising are large and con- 
stantly expanding, tor women are 
the buyers in America. In England 
it is different. England is a mac's 
country, per se; America is a wom- 
an's country. 
In England a large 


percentage of the advertising is' ad- 
dressed to men; here the great bulk 
of it is addresse'd to women. And 
no one can appeal with conviction 
to women, unless he or she has a 
sympathetic understanding of the 
things which women like and seek. 


"Napoleon said: 
'Women shall 


have no influence at my court.' He 
was a powerful individual. He could 
destroy armies and dictate humili- 
ating terms of peace to emperors 
and kings; but he was not powerful 
enough to make good on that rash 
boast. An amazing amount ot his 
time and thought was taken up with 
worry about one woman. And so he 
banished her from the country fi- 
nally, saying that 
she 'inspired 


thought in people who had never 
taken it into their minds to think 
before, or who had forgotten how.' 
That woman was Madame de Stael, 
and even the*decree of banishment 
did not destroy her influence. She 
was attractive to men not merely 
as a thinker, but as a woman. They 
came to admire,- and stayed to listen 
and think. She understood very well 
the power of charm, and she made 
*he most of it.

Because it has the o. k. of the 


zoning advisory board and 
of Ed 


Schroeder, Commissioner 
Cowgill 


cannot see ground for opposition to 
his set-back ordinance, pigeonholed 
after second reading four months 
ago and revived for third reading 
Monday. Mr. Cowglll looks upon the 
advisory board as a group of men 
100 per cent strong for zoning. 
He

attorney, against the Burlington, the

Mr. Sorenson in bringing the ac- 


tion on behalf of himself 
and 
all 


others similarly situated, not being 
ministers of the gospel or engaged 
in eleemosynary or charitable work, 
slated that the act as passed by the 
last legislature is in direct violation 
of the constitution of the state. 


To substantiate his holdings Mr. 


Sorenson cited the context of section 
7, article,X of the constitution, which 
reads: "The legislature 
shall pass 


laws to cirrect abuses and prevent 
unjust discrimination in all charges 
of express, telegraph and railroad 
companies in this state and enforce 
such laws by adaquate penalties" 
Mr. Sorenson also introduced In evi- 
dence section 18, article III of the 
constitution which reads: "The legis- 
lature shall not pass lore! or special 
laws ...granting 
special or ex- 


clusive privileges." 


Mr. Sorenson holds that the pas- 


sage of 'the act authorizing the re- 
duction or cessation of railroad fare 
charges to ministers or others enga- 
ged in similar work, is a direct viola- 
tion of the constitution prohibiting 
legislation for che benefit of a cer- 
tain class and excluding others. He 
also says that all reductions made 
to this class must be made up out of 
the increased fares charged others 
for their transportation. 


The attorney for the railroads say 


that the£ hold the act to be consti- 
tutional on the grounds that 
this 


class is engaged in public service 
with no immediate means for collec- 
ting for the services. They hold that 
a doctor or a lawyer 
can charge 


what he wishes for his services but 
a. minister cannot and therefore he 
is in the same class as the others 
who render services to the company 
and to society. 


The case was submitted to the 


court and has been taken under ad- 
visement. The court gave some of 
the railway attorneys three days in 
which to file briefs.
